_ In the Arabian Nights one reads of 
cities built in a night by powerful en. 
chanters, and to the slow moving East 
such stories ar£ still as inapplicable 
as would be one about building an 
auto road to thje moon. In the West, 
however, since (Oklahoma was placed 
on the ,may the<stories have been ver- 
ified, and Mu&kogee must 'be counted 
among the cities, which if pot built in 
a night, have at least growif from noth 
Ing to thriving cities within a single 
decade. 
The dn<ly enchantment em- 


ployed was hustle, on thi part of 
those who had the foresight to1 un- 
derstand the possibilities o.f the new 
country. (What has reduiijed centur- 
ies to accomplish in Europe has been 
done here in as mony year?. 


Five years ago when the writer of 


these lines visited Muakogee he found 
a fairly good sized town which tripled 
its population in a period of five 
years. Although, knowing 
that 
the 


:ity had doubled in size during the 
past five years, one was hardly pre- 
pared to appreciate this growth until 
he had taken a trip about town. In- 
stead of buildings from one to three 
ories in height, eight and ten story 
buildings are too common to attract 
•omment. What was five years ago 
only bare prairie, is today the location 
of hundreds 
of substantial 
homes 


along well paved streets, itf fact, the 
town has some 75 miles $>f paving 
partly of brick.and partly Q£ asphalt 
of which Ada furnished a portion. 


Right here it,might be well to men- 


lion the fact that citizens of Musko- 
gee has never been so busy ol6 short- 
sighted as to lose their appreciation 
of the value of 
beautifying their 


streets. Everything has a clean ap- 
pearance, thousands of shade trees 
.fringe the sidewalks, and the park- 
ways in the middle of the paved 
streets are made attractive with ber 
muda. grass and tree*. The yards, al 
so, are dotted with trees and flower 
beds. A large electric sign occupies 
an arch built across one of the prin- 
cipal streets bears the words, "Wel- 
come to Muskogee" and the citizens 
prove to strangers that this is no 
empty statement.

'An important factor in the growtl 


of the city is a wide awake commer- 
cial club of which Col. Clarence B 
Douglass is secretary. He is a live 
wire and knows how to get what he 
goes after. 


Muskogee has provided well for the 


education of its children, and its 
high school building is one of the 
finest in the United States. &or has 
the city lost sight of the necessity of 
providing for the recreation, of its 
citizens, 'Besides a number of small 
parlL, Hyde Park, five miles northeast 
on the banks of the Arkansas; is am- 
ple to accommodate several hundred 
visitors a>t one time and all kinds of 
innocent amusements have beeh pro- 
vided.

state will ask for another continu- 
ance, as the special prosecutor, Unit- 
ed States Senator J. A. Reed, is stiil 
detained in Washington by his duties 
in congress. If another postponement j 
is asked for and granted the case will 
probably not come up until after the 
adjournment of congress.

ond trial ended abruptly when Har- 
ry Waldron, one of the jurors, 
es- 


caped from the marshals. The third 
trial 'was to begin on January 2, 1912, 
but at the request of the prosecution 
it was postponed until May 27, in the 
hope that by that time Senator Reed 
would be at leisure to give his at- 
tention to the case. 


Dr. B. Clark Hyde had been under 


suspicion in connection with the mys- 
terious illness and deaths 
in the 


Swope family ever since the death of 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope on October 


*>, T)OJ». The death of Colonei^Swope 
followed soon after he had suffered 
a severe convulsion and this convul- 
sion, it was charged by the members 
of the Swope family, followed im- 
mediately after the administration of 
a capsule given by direction of Dr. 
Hyde. Dr. Hyde said it was a diges- 
tive table. 


It was proved at the trial that Dr. 


Hyde had purchased cyanide of potas- 
sium in flve-^rain capsules Dr, Hyde! 
claimed he bought the cyanide cap- 
sules to kill roaches in his office. 


Two days before the death of Col- 


onel Swope, Moss «Hunton, a cousin 
of the millionaire philanthropist, died 
at the Swope home follow ing a stroke 
of apoplexy. Dr. Hyde and Dr. G. T. 
Twyman 
of 
Independence 
treated 


Hunton. The patient was bled pro- 
fuBQly, it is charged at the suggestion 
of Dr. Hyde. 'Beginning early in De- 
cember, an epidemic of typhoid fev- 
er broke out in the Swope household 
thiring which 10 members of the fam- 
'ly were stricken and one. Chairman 
"wope, a brother of Dr. Hyde's wife, 
died. 


^Chrisman died after taking a cap- 


sule given at Dr. Hyde's direction and 
after suffering a convulsion similar 
to the one 
that 
attacked 
Colonel 


Swope. Margaret Swope, Chrisman's 
sister, was also treated by Dr Hyde, 
had a convulsion after taking a cap- 
Mi le. but <*he was given an emetic at 
once by Dr. Twyman, and recovered. 


In all, Dr. Hyde was indicted on 


(•leven counts, the remaining Indict- 
ments charging him with trying to 
murder members of'the Swope family 
l>y introducing typhoid germs and poi- 
sons into the medicines administered.

litis, or infantile paralysis, which 
has been sweeping over tbe Nortb 
American continent for tbe last two 
years, la apparently subsiding, accord- 
ing to figures collected for the surgeon 
general bjf the publlo health and ma- 
rine hospital service Every state and 
territory la the Union has been visited 
by tbe disease, even Alaska, whence it 
crossed Bearing strait to Siberia and 
is now traveling through Siberia. 


The mortality has ranged from 3.1 


per hundred cases in the District of 
Columbia to 13.9 per hundred cases in 
Vermont. -' During 1610 the greatest 
prevalence of the disease was 
In 


Iowa, Massachusetts, Minnesota, New 
York and Pennsylvania; during 1911 
the greatest prevalence was in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa. Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Yorlife, Pennsylvania 
and Wisconsin.
